selection in order that these be 
ample and proper for every fam- 
ily. 

The 15 home economists in the 
county, extension workers, FSA, 
and vocational teachers hold 
group meetings, or leadership 
schools, for instruction of the 
local leaders.

County Agent’s 


Column 


By HUGH D, SEXTON

For the last few months sev- 
eral good slogans have been used 
by all of us when we attempt 
to talk about the war and the 
difficult tasks that are ahead of 
us. One of the best slogans that 
has come to the attention of the 
writer was one advanced by Prof. 
A. D, Burke of the Dairy De- 
partment, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, Auburn, His slogan is: 
“Food will fit our fighting force 
and force the fighting to a fit- 
ting finish.” 

Farmers have been told that 
their foremost obligation in the 
crisis is to increase the produc- 
tion of food—milk, eggs, meat 
and peanuts, Increased  produc- 
tion of these food products is 
expected in 1942 with less labor, 


fewer new implements and less 
fertilizer, This calls for better 
planning, more hours of human 
labor and more efficient use of 
mules and machinery. Food will 
win this war and farmerss in 
Coffee County will produce their 
proportionate share of this food. 

The fertilizer situation thus 
far seems that there will be mix- 
ed goods about equal to 1941, 
however, this is not certain, The 
supply of nitrogen is more un- 
certain because (1) more nitrates 
are going into explosives and 
other uses, and (2) inadequate 
shipping facilities, especially ocean 
transportation from Chile, Far- 
mers should place their fertilizer 
orders at once, 

Farmers who plan to seed a 
pasture this spring or who plan 
to improve an old one are re- 
minded again that agricultural 
limestone and 20 per cent su- 
perphosphate can be obtained 
through the AAA for this pur- 
pose. White Dutch clover seed 
is also available. Warmers’ at- 
tention is also called to the fact 
that kudzu crowns can _ be ob- 
tained through the AAA. This 
part of the AAA program is in- 
tended to assist farmers in estab- 
lishing pastures and temporary 
grazing crops. The Agent... hopes 
that farmers will use these fa- 
cilities to establish these much 
needed practices on their farms.

AUTO OWNERS MUST BUY 
NEW FEDERSL TAX STAMP 


The new Federal Auto ‘Tax 
Stamps, put on sale at postoffices 
throughout the nation a few days 
ago, are not going so very fast 
in Elba, according to Postmaster 
W. L. English. This may be be- 
cause many ownecrs do not know 
that they are required to buy the 
stamps. 

Every motor vehicle must have 
one of the stamps which 
cost $2.09, and the sooner it is 
bought the better. The time will 
be out the latter part of Febru- 
ary for buying them. This new 
tax was levied as a war meas- 
ure, and the present stamp will 
be good until June, then a full 
year stamp must be secured. If 
you own any kind of motor ve- 
hicle, better stop at your post- 
office and buy one of these little 
green stamps.

The call of Christ is one which 
demands willing and wholehearted 
obedience, 

I. Yielded Possessions (vv. 1-3). 

These disciples had already re- 
sponded to the ministry of Jesus 
and had followed Him for a time 
(see John 1:35-4:54), but they did 
not yet know the fullness of sur- 
render to Christ and had now gone 
back to their old work of fishing. 
May they not be typical of many in 
our day who know the Lord and 
have for a time followed Him close- 
ly, but have again become en- 
grossed in their daily vocation, per- 
haps just making money? 

Jesus was now ready to call them 
out into a lifetime of service, and the 
first thing He did was to ask the use 
of their chief possession, their boat. 
That was first yielded to Him. 

It was not by chance that it was 
Peter's boat which was just at hand 
when the Master needed it. Such 
things do not ‘‘just happen.” The 
destinies of men are in the hands 
of God, and with His children the 
simplest happening is known to and 
controlled by Him. He who num- 
bers the hairs on our heads, He who 
observes the fall of the sparrow, 
knows about everything that hap- 
pens to us. 


Il. Yielded Service (vy. 4-7). 


Having completed His teaching by 
word, Jesus had a special object 
lesson for Peter and the others con- 
cerning the fruitlessness of service 
apart from His guidance and con- 
trol, and the blessed results which 
come from obedience to Him, 


Taking them where he found 
them, He showed the disciples that 
He was the Master even of their 
secular vocation of fishing. He is 
the One who knows more about your 
business than you do, who can give 
or withhold His blessing. All that 
we have has come to us from His 
hand, and it is all within His con- 
trol. 

This Almighty One was ready to 
call these fishermen out into the 
greater business of fishing for men 
by revealing to them His mighty 
power to bless and prosper the fish- 
erman—who becomes a fisher of 
men, 


II, Yielded Lives (vy. 8-11), 


The giving of their possessions, 
the yielding of their work into 
His hands in obedience, led up to 
His call for the yielding of their 
lives. 

Often we speak of God’s claims 
upon the life of the Christian as 
though it were the fiat of an auto- 
crat, one who demands his rights. 
God might well do so, for He has

The work of God in the world is 
carried on by men, The joy of pro- 
claiming the gospel was not given 
to the angels, but to redeemed men 
and women. Knowing the regener- 
ating grace of God in their own 
lives, they have been called during 
all this Christian era to go out to 
tell others. 

In preparation for that ministry 
our Lord needed yielded lives, 
which He sought and found in these 
humble fishermen. They were ‘not 
visionaries or dreamers, but were 
practical men with common sense. 
They had been disciplined in the 
school of common toil . . . Though 
unlearned so far as formal theolog- 
ical training was concerned, these 
men were teachable. Under the 
tutelage of the Son of God Him- 
self they received matchless infor- 
mal training . . . leading to a rec- 
ord of service which the world will 
never forget. It is that sort of 
teaching that counts. We, too, may 
learn in the school of Christ, through 
a study of His Word, assisted by His 
Spirit, and through the yielding of 
our lives to His control’ (B. L. 
Olmstead).

REQUIR'D ON ARMY POST JOB 
Workers who expect to apply 
for jobs on the construction of 
the new Army Post between 
Ozark and Daleville, are urged 
by Bf. F. Randall, Manager of the 
Social Security Board in Dothan, 
to carry their official Social Se- 
curity cards with them when 
they go to make application. 

Those who apply without their 
official cards, or with their ac- 
count numbers written on slips 
of paper or even on metal plates 
resembling a Social Security card 
will not be considered, Mr, Ran- 
dall stated that this information 
came from Mr, Prassell, Person- 
nel Manager, for the J. A, Jones | 
Company, principal contractors 
on the job, 

An official account number 
card, either original or duplicate, 
will have to be presented at the 
time of application by every one 
who gets a job on the new pro- 
ject, and since thousands of ap- 
plicants will be put to work on 
the job, beginning immediately 
and for the next few weeks, those 
who expect to apply and have 
never obtained a Social Security 
card, or who have had one and 
lost it, should act at once to get 
their cards, 

Social Security cards can be 
issued only on completed applica- 
tion forms provided for that pur- 
pose These forms can be obtain- 
ed free from any office of the 
Board or Post Office, The pare 
form is used in applying for an 
original or duplicate card. 

Even though the staff of the 
Dothan office is limited, the So- 
cial Security Manager said that 
his office would make every ef- 
fort to give prompt service on 
Social Security applications to 
residents of the Wiregrass who 
intend to seek employment on the 
Army project. In that the fa- 
cilities of the office are limited, 
he especially urged that all work- 
ers, who will be compelled to 
obtain cards, do so immediately 
and help avoid a rush of appli- 
cants, which is expected to start 
in the very near future. 

Mr. Randall said that Social 
Security cards could be obtained 
either by mail or in person at the 
Dothan office, located in Room 
10, on the second floor of the 
Porter Farmer Building, which 
is located diagonally across the 
street from the Dothan Post Of- 
fice,

Mr. Anderson also said that 
every person who desires work 
on the Dale County project 
contact the representative of the 
United States Employment near- 
est his home,” said Mr, Ander- 
son, ‘It is not necessary for any 
person who resides in any other 
county to go to Ozark to reg- 
ister, In fact, the Ozark office 
will be limited in its registration 
work to persons who live in Dale 
County.

INSULATION FOUND TO BE 
NEW MARKET FOR COTTON 


AUBURN,. Ala.— There is a 
new, almost untouched market 
for cotton that will use around 
740,000 bales a year if only 10 
per cent of the potential market 
is captured. The field is that of 
insulation, Use of cotton for this 
purpose is apparently past the 
experimental stage. 

Most cotton insulation to date 
has been used in home construc- 
tion. Tests, however, show that 
the lightness and cohesiveness of 
cotton insulation make it a nat- 
ural where settling by vibration 
is a factor. 
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
